Edmonton Transit is launching 
a zero-tolerance sexual harass¬ 
ment campaign to make transit 
feel safer, especially for women. 

Transportation manager Dor¬ 
ian Wandzura said harassment 
on ETS is “unacceptable.” 

Besides the campaign to raise 
awareness of the issue, signage 
on all 94 LRT cars will change to 
encourage use of emergency as¬ 
sistance buttons and show “it’s 
OK to call for help.” 

Witnesses or anyone uncom¬ 
fortable can hit the button, de¬ 
scribe the situation, and at the 
next stop, “transit peace officers 


will be waiting, if required.” 

Mindy, a local woman who 
asked Metro not use her full 
name, said she was harassed 
on the LRT in winter 2013. She 
says the campaign and clearer 
assistance buttons will help. 

She boarded an empty train 
downtown after an earlier one 
cleared the platform. Two men 
followed her, moved steadily 
closer, and “got physical after 
Stadium station.” 

“I told them to stop, then 
moved seats, and eventually I 
got off at Belvedere,” she said. 

She eventually got back on the 
train, but missed a class. That 
was the last time she ever rode 
the LRT alone after dark. 

“Even when it’s not physical, 
it’s guys catcalling, making them 
feel uncomfortable.” 

Coun. Bev Esslinger said she 
hopes the campaign will help 
re-instil women’s faith in ETS. 

“Some are saying they avoid 
going on at night, I’d like to see 
them come back.”

SCHOOL FIRE 

Classes 
will begin 
on time 

The Millwoods elementary 
school ravaged by fire last week 
will reopen in time for the first 
week of school. 

Seven of the school’s port¬ 
ables will need to be replaced, 
but the core of the school was 
not seriously damaged, Ecole 
Frere Antoine School Principal 
Dean Cockbum said Tuesday in 
a media release. 

Two modular classrooms will 
be installed at the school be¬ 
fore classes begin September 
8, and plans are also in place 
to relocate students who were 
supposed to work in the dam¬ 
aged portables into the main 
school buildings and new mod¬ 
ular classrooms. 

“I want to ensure you that 
eveiy student will have an ap¬ 
propriate learning space when 
school starts ... September 8,” 
Coclcburn said in a letter to 
parents Tuesday. 

The school will be holding an 
open house within the next two 
weeks. Updates will be posted 
on the school’s website at www.

Edmonton 
man plans to 
keep his sign 
despite ticket

An Edmonton man’s love of four 
letter words and bitter distaste 
for Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 


er have merged in the back win¬ 
dow of his silver Saturn. 

Rob Wells has been driving 
around the city for almost a 
week with a hot pink and black 
sign reading “F-lc Harper” greet¬ 
ing drivers behind him. 

He doesn’t plan on remov¬ 
ing it any time soon — despite 
a $543 ticket from the RCMP. 

“I got pissed off and thought, 
‘It’s time again to take a stand,”’ 
Wells said. “So I just had some 
pink paper here and put it in 
the back of the car. 

“It’s staying on there for quite 
a long time. Hopefully I don’t 


need it on there after October 
19.” 

Wells got the $543 ticket just 
south of Leduc on Sunday after 
he said fellow motorists com¬ 
plained to police about the sign. 

This isn’t the first time Wells 
has shown his passion for politics 
with the help of his favourite 
four-letter word. 

He first gained notoriety when 
he drove around with a similar 
sign in 2000 — this one aimed 
at former premier Ralph Klein 
— to protest Bill 11 and the pri¬ 
vatization of hospitals. 

University of Alberta Faculty 


of Law professor Eric Adams 
said Wells’ rebellious act of free 
speech is generally protected 
under the Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms. 

Political free speech is one of 
the most protected forms of free 
speech in the eyes of a court of 
law, he added. 

But it depends on which con¬ 
text this speech is used. 

“Some kinds of laws which are 
in the nature of safety, (like) the 
ability to see out his back win¬ 
dow, or something, those kinds 
of concerns might be enough to 
limit free speech,” Adams said. 


Wells said he’s looking for¬ 
ward to fighting his ticket in 
court, and wants to see others 
make statement signs of their 
own — even with a little pro¬ 
fanity thrown in for emphasis. 

“If they love Harper, they can 
put that up, too. But I think it’s 
really important to take our 
politics a lot more seriously,” 
he said. 

“Some people are shocked by 
that word because some people 
are still old fashioned. But it’s a 
pretty useful word. ‘Stop Harper’ 
doesn’t have anywhere near the 
same impact as this word does.”

Low water levels have high cost for oilsands 


Recent research predicts that 
current restrictions on energy 
companies withdrawing water 
from the Athabasca River are 
a preview of what’s to come. 

Low summer water levels by 
mid-century could cost the oil- 
sands industiy billions in lost 
production, said Simon Don- 
ner, a professor of geography 
at the University of British Col¬ 
umbia and co-author of a paper 
published in Climate Change. 

“Climate change is going to 


affect the river so much it’ll 
actually affect how much the 
industry can withdraw. This 
summer is basically a preview 
of the future.” 

Earlier this week, Alberta’s 
energy regulator suspended a 
total of 73 temporary industry 
licences to take water from the 
Athabasca and Peace rivers be¬ 
cause of low flows. 

Alberta Environment reports 
that water flows at the Atha¬ 
basca station are about 43 per 


cent below average for this 
time of year. 

Get used to it, said Donner. 

Using mathematical models, 
he and co-author Doris Leong 
found that while overall pre¬ 
cipitation in the Athabasca 
basin is likely to increase under 
climate change, the bulk of 
that flow will come earlier and 
earlier in the year. 

More precipitation in the 
area is already falling as 
rain, even in the winter. That 


shrinks the huge reservoir of 
water stored up as snow, re¬ 
ducing the amount released 
gradually over the summer. 

The researchers found that 
by mid-century, low water lev¬ 
els leading to withdrawal dis¬ 
ruptions will increase by up 
to 40 per cent. 

Those flow disruptions will 
translate into a 22 per cent 
increase in interruptions to 
oilsands operations, they say.

City councillors want to “day¬ 
light” Mill Creek but say they’ll 
need to know where the water 
will flow to and the money 
from. 

Indeed, councillors have 
asked administration to further 
study the idea — first raised 
earlier this year — before this 
fall’s budget and have started 
talking about how any work 
to open up the creek would 
be funded. 

“I think this is worth pursu¬ 
ing but not solely at the cost of 
the Edmonton taxpayer,” said 
Mayor Don Iveson at council 
on Tuesday. 

Up until the 1960s, the creek 
flowed into the North Saskatch¬ 
ewan River right where the 
James MacDonald Bridge is 
today. 

But like many smaller creeks 
and rivers in Canadian cities, 
Mill Creek was diverted and 
covered, turned into something 
like a sewer to make way for 
development. 

Paul Bunner, civics director 
of the Cloverdale Community 
League, said the creek holds 
great potential and it would 


be great to see it transformed 
as the city is building the Val¬ 
ley LRT line. 

“It has tremendous recrea¬ 
tional and ecological benefit 
that would be of great benefit 
to all Edmontonians,” he said. 

“Restoring this wonderful 
natural creek and the fish in 
it and the biodiversity that 
would be associated with 
it would only augment the 
beauty and usability of the 
central parklands.” 

Iveson said establishing the 
creek on its original course 
probably won’t happen, but 
Edmonton can follow other 
cities in finding compromises. 

“There are lots of really fas¬ 
cinating examples of daylight¬ 
ing that create a really compel¬ 
ling public space.”

Preliminary estimates sug¬ 
gest researching the idea could 
cost between $200,000 and 
$400,000, with the actual work 
coming in anywhere between 
$10 million and $100 million. 

Councillors haven’t commit¬ 
ted any funds to the project 
yet, and Iveson said the city 
would need federal and prov¬ 
incial cash to move forward.

The city released a timeline Monday detailing dozens of 
missed deadlines that created the troubled Metro Line's 
16-month delay. One decision among them stands out — 
the city's decision to split the contracts for construction 
and signalling. Mayor Don Iveson said in retrospect that 
may have been a mistake. Aside from that, the timeline 
details seven missed deadlines by Thales Canada. Here 
are the key turning points on the line's ongoing history.

TRANSIT 

Full LRT project 
a long way off

On Monday, Edmonton will final¬ 
ly see an auditor’s report that 
further exposes the missteps that 
led to nearly a year-and-a-half 
delay of the Metro Line. 

And shortly after that, on Sept. 
6, the line will open, but at a re¬ 
duced speed. 

But that’s not nearly the last 
step in the Metro Line saga. 

After that, as Mayor Don Ive¬ 
son said Monday, there’s no time¬ 
line for the Metro Line opening 
as it was expected to 16 months 
ago, and “it’s going to take how¬ 
ever long it takes.” 

He was referring to how long 
it takes for Thales Canada, the 
signals contractor, to prove the 
line is safe to the city’s engineer 
Hatch Mott Macdonald (HMM) 
and the newly retained Rail Safe¬ 
ty Consulting (RSC). 

On Monday, HMM said Thales 
still needs to provide standard 
safety documentation. 

But there’s more. Monday’s 
report outlined 31 outstanding 
construction deficiencies that 


should be fixed, though none 
of them stand in the way of the 
line opening. 

Iveson also said Thales still has 
some work to do, including “ac¬ 
tually bolting this technology on 
to about a third of the fleet still.” 

Once that’s done, even after 
HMM has endorsed the line’s 
safety, RSC will perform another 
safety audit that could take from 
six weeks to six months, accord¬ 
ing to Iveson. And there’s more: 
after the line does fully open, 
Thales will have two more dead¬ 
lines —performance demonstra¬ 
tions after six and 12 months, 
both of which are required for 
the company to receive payment.

Boaters, the RCMP and fire¬ 
fighters searched the area and 
found her body in about three 
metres of water about 40 min¬ 
utes later. 

A 34-year-old man drowned 
in the lake in June after fall¬ 
ing off a personal watercraft.

Green onion cakes are an Ed¬ 
monton institution, so news 
that the birthplace of this fluffy, 
fatty, delicious addiction is clos¬ 
ing is bound to rock the city. 

Word of the Happy Garden 
Restaurant’s closing spread 
across Edmonton’s social media 
channels recently, though res¬ 
taurant manager Susan Tang 
said the business isn’t closing 
“because of rent negotiations,” 
as rumours have suggested. 

Instead, “We were given no 
options and there was no dis¬ 
cussion,” she said. “It was just 
a phone call notifying us that 
we were given three months 
to vacate.” 

Since Happy Garden is the 
place where Edmonton’s fixa¬ 
tion with the green onion cake 
is believed to have started, Tang 


said the Park Allen restaurant 
is being “swarmed” now that 
it’s closing. 

“Both new and old customers 
are coming in, either to tiy our 
green onion cakes or to remin¬ 
isce about the past,” she said. 

Tang said credit for the dish’s 
success “goes directly to Mr. Sui 
To,” Happy Garden’s founder, 
who moved to Edmonton from 
Hong Kong in 1975. 

After opening the restau¬ 
rant in 1980, To sold green on¬ 
ion cakes like, well, hotcalces, 
making them just as they do 
in northern China. 

In 1981, Ellen Luc started 
working for the restaurant, 


and she and her husband, Thai 
Tang, purchased it from To in 
1986. 

For the past 28 years they 
have operated it as To did, cook¬ 
ing green onion cakes fresh, 
never frozen. 

They take up to 10 minutes 
to cook on a flat grill. 

“Each green onion cake has 
multiple soft fluffy layers with 
a crispy exterior, which is then 
served with our in-house-made 
chilli paste sauce,” Tang said. 

Tang added the final day of 
business hasn’t been deter¬ 
mined yet, and she’s “grateful 
to everyone for their patronage 
over the past 30-plus years.”

Former resident’s Good and 
Cheap cookbook causes stir 


Thousands of people on a tight 
food budget have benefited 
from a thesis project by a for¬ 
mer Edmonton resident. 

Leanne Brown, who earned 
a master’s degree from New 
York University in food studies, 
wrote a cookbook targeted to 
low-income people and food- 
stamp recipients that she made 
available for free. 

Good and Cheap: Eat Well 
on $4/Day, has now been down¬ 
loaded more than 700,000 
times. 

But Brown, 30, wanted to 
get Good and Cheap into the 
hands of people who might not 
have access, so she launched a 
Kiclcstarter campaign to self- 
publish it. 

Setting a goal of $10,000, 
she was overwhelmed when 
she ended up with more than 
$144,000 This enabled her to 
print 40,000 copies, which she 
and her husband distributed 
out of their tiny New York 
apartment. 

Workman Publishing has 
stepped in for the expanded 
second edition and agreed to 
the “buy one, give one” model: 
for every book sold, a copy is 
donated to a non-profit organ¬ 
ization working with lower- 
income families. 

Good and Cheap is designed 
to help families, students and 


retirees with limited funds de¬ 
velop cooking techniques using 
whole, unprocessed food along 
with practical advice like how 
to stock a pantiy. 

People on social assistance 
with dependents who work 
multiple jobs to make ends 
meet have so little time. 

“While everything can be 
cheaper when you’re cook¬ 
ing things from scratch, your 
options are limited because 
you have to do things that are 
very quick. Sometimes you 
come home at the end of your 
second eight-hour shift and you 
have to deal with the kids and 
get everyone to bed on time,” 
Brown said.

She provides strategies for 
making large quantities of to¬ 
mato sauce, dumplings, chili, 
pulled pork or zucchini choc¬ 
olate muffins on days when 
there might be a few extra 
hours. These can be eaten 


throughout the week or frozen. 

Brown — who won the 2015 
judge’s choice award from the 
International Association of 
Culinaiy Professionals and was 
named one of Forbes’ 30 Under 
30 in the food and drink cat¬ 
egory — said she loves to help 
people understand the reason 
certain techniques are used so 
they can make a recipe and 
then adapt it using what’s on 
hand, what’s on sale or what’s 
tastiest to their palate. 

Brown’s master tip is to 
buy flexible ingredients. At 
the store, think of several ways 
something can be used with 
pantry items at home. 

Buy in bulk and on sale to 
develop a pantiy of basics con¬ 
taining rice and other grains, 
dried beans, dry pasta, lentils, 
canned tomatoes, dried herbs 
and spices. Supplement these 
with eggs, butter and seasonal 
fruits and vegetables. 

“That will allow you to have 
great variety in your diet.” 

Buy a bag of potatoes as 
needed rather than a few loose 
from a bin on each shopping 
trip, a bunch of carrots rath¬ 
er than a bag of baby carrots 
that can be double the price, a 
head of lettuce instead of salad 
mix and two-for-one loaves of 
bread (put one in the freezer). 
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All kinds of things are left on trains, and Edmonton Transit System is trying to reunite people with, at the least, lost phones, handout

If you leave your phone on 
the LRT, don’t rush out and 
get a new one — check with 
Edmonton Transit System 
first. 

ETS collects around 600 
phones left on buses and the 
LRT every month, most of 
which remain in a lost and 


found room collecting dust. 
They’ve launched a new cam¬ 
paign in a bid to reunite more 
of them with their owners. 

“Sometimes people think 
it’s a high-value item and 
they won’t get it back. But 
check in with Edmonton 
Transit because it might just 
be here,” ETS spokeswoman 
Famida Martin said. 

Commuters hoping to get 
their phones back will have 
to describe the device, in¬ 
cluding any identifying fea¬ 
tures like cracks, screen back¬ 
grounds or phone cases. 

ETS staff will try to call 
common numbers like 
“Mom” or “Dad” on phones 
if they are unlocked and 
charged. If the phones aren’t 
picked up within 30 days, 


they’ll be destroyed. 

But it’s not just an average 
of four phones each day that 
go missing. 

“It’s also wallets, purses, 
backpacks, umbrellas,” Mar¬ 
tin said. “We’ve had every¬ 
thing from luggage, random 
things like an Xbox, school 
projects and other makeshift 
work, paintings, people’s 
tools and equipment, bikes, 
we get all kinds of things.” 

Martin said the campaign 


is going to be advertised 
across ETS for the next six 
months, reminding riders 
to check their seats and the 
floor before getting off the 
bus or LRT. And if you find 
a wayward phone on public 
transit, do the right thing 
and hand it in. 

“We want people to con¬ 
tinue to turn them in,” she 
said. “It’s the riders that are 
doing this, not just the oper¬ 
ators.”

Ontario, Alberta split 
bill for air ambulance 


The governments of Ontario 
and Alberta have agreed to 
split the cost of an air ambu¬ 
lance bill for a woman who 
went into labour two months 
early while she was on va¬ 
cation. 

Alberta’s Ministry of Health 
confirmed the two provinces 
had come to an agreement so 
Amy Savill would not have 
to pay thousands of dollars. 

Savill, who is from Alberta, 
had to take a helicopter 
ambulance from Timmins 
to Sudbury when she went 
into premature labour while 
visiting Ontario in mid-July. 

The Timmins hospital 
didn’t have a level 2 neo¬ 
natal intensive care unit to 
deliver and care for her baby. 

Out-of-province residents 
pay the actual cost of an air 
ambulance in Ontario unless 
it’s between two hospitals 
and they return to the first 
one within 24 hours, so Savill 
was hit with the bill after her 
daughter was born. 

The Ornge air ambulance 
service could not comment 
on a specific case, but said 
a one-hour flight on a heli¬ 
copter ambulance would cost 
between $8,000 and $10,000. 

Ontario Health Minister 
Eric Hoskins said Savill’s case 
highlights some of the “chal¬ 
lenges” Canadians can face in 
health care coverage as they

Basement suite complainants 
facing long wait for action

Edmonton residents who com¬ 
plain about possibly illegal 
basement suites are having 
to wait more than a year for a 
response from the city. 

The delay was confirmed 
Tuesday during council discus¬ 
sions about infill development 
and other zoning issues. 

Scott Mackie, the city’s man¬ 
ager of current planning, ex¬ 
plained staff focus on issues 
that affect safety or where a 
building is under construction. 

“We want to get out there 
sooner rather than later. If 
someone is actively building 
something, it’s a lot easier to 


stop them than it is if they have 
closed it off.” 

Mackie said that means a 
basement suite built in a duplex 
doesn’t get the same priority as 
other issues. He also said find¬ 
ing good staff to inspect and 
enforce bylaws is a challenge. 

“We are struggling to find 
good, qualified people for some 
of these jobs and compliance 
is a tough job. We have had 
some challenges holding on 
to people,” he said. 

He said the city currently 
has 24 people doing this kind 
of work, which also involves 
inspections on non-permitted 
additions or other types of con¬ 
struction. 

Mackie said some of the 
more involved cases can take 
weeks to resolve and make it 


difficult for staff to move on to 
the lower-priority cases. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said the 
city has to do more to enforce 
laws against illegal basement 
suites, but he also knows cer¬ 
tain landlords are taking up 
huge amounts of the city’s 
time. 

“We have predatory slum¬ 
lords who are exploiting ex¬ 
tremely vulnerable people, by 
shoving them en masse into 
houses, charging them as much 
as they can,” he said. 

He said he and the mayor’s 
office are working on propos¬ 
als to address these problem 
landlords. 

“I suspect that has slowed 
down the sort of run-of-the- 
mill non-complying basement 
suites.”

“Duffy made a bit of cheating 
on his tax return, and you’re 
turning it into an issue,” the 
man yelled in footage posted 
online by CBC. 

“It’s not a deal; it’s a noth¬ 
ing. Harper doesn’t read in¬ 
come tax forms, you idiot. It’s 
done by the people in the tax 
department.” 

It’s not clear where the man 
got the idea that the Senate 
spending scandal had anything 
to do with income tax or the 
tax department, also known as 
the Canada Revenue Agency. 
The man was escorted away by 
security, directing reporters to 
“stuff” themselves. 

Koiy Tenyclce, a spokesman 


for the Conservatives re-elec¬ 
tion campaign, apologized for 
the incident and said supporters 
would be reminded of appropri¬ 


ate decorum at future events. 

For the past week, media 
outlets have largely focused on 
the Duffy trial. Wright, who cut 


a personal $90,000 cheque to 
cover Duffy’s disputed housing 
expenses, has been testifying 
since Wednesday. 

Emails released as evidence 
in that trial show that senior 
members of Harper’s office, 
including Wright’s replace¬ 
ment Ray Novak, were looped 
in on many of the conversations 
about how to handle Duffy’s 
circumstances. 

Novak continues to play a 
role on the Conservatives’ re- 
election campaign, as does Mar¬ 
jory LeBreton, a retired senator 
who co-ordinated with PMO on 
the Duffy issue.

PM contradicted at Duffy trial 


Testimony at the trial of Sen. 
Mike Duffy has put Stephen 
Harper’s right-hand man smack 
in the centre of the scandal, con¬ 
tradicting the Conservative cam¬ 
paign’s assurances. 

Ray Novak, Harper’s chief 
of staff and current campaign 
director, was in touch right up 
until the call of the federal elec¬ 
tion with Nigel Wright — the 
ex-chief of staff whom Harper 
has repeatedly held responsible 
for the scandal. 

And court heard that Novak 
has been in the loop from the 
very beginning on the behind- 


the-scenes machinations that 
eventually led to Wright’s depar¬ 
ture from the Prime Minister’s 
Office and some of the charges 
laid against Duffy. 

That version of events directly 
contradicts what the Conserva¬ 
tive campaign told reporters late 
last week—that Novak was not 
aware. The information emerged 
during Duffy’s trial on fraud, 
breach of trust and bribery 
charges. Defence lawyer Don¬ 
ald Bayne read out an interview 
conducted by the RCMP with 
former PMO lawyer Benjamin 
Perrin in February 2014. 


Perrin told the RCMP inves¬ 
tigator that it was “black and 
white” that Novak was told that 
former chief of staff Wright 
would foot the $90,000 bill for 
Duffy’s contested expenses. 

“I believe that Ray Novak was 
in the room at that time,” Perrin 
said in a transcript that was read 
out in court Tuesday by Bayne. 

“The people who from my 
own personal knowledge knew 
about this was, obviously, Ni¬ 
gel Wright, Ray Novak, we’ve 
gone through that, and David 
van Hemmen, Nigel Wright’s

City wants 
to change its 
reputation 

Winnipeg’s mayor is calling a 
race relations summit for next 
month as the city tries to shake 
off being dubbed the most racist 
in Canada. 

Mayor Brian Bowman said 
the race relations summit, to 
be held at the new Canadian 
Museum for Human Rights, 
will continue a 
much-needed 
discussion about 
racism. 

“We do have a 
problem here,” 

Bowman said 
Tuesday. “Cities 
across our na¬ 
tion have the 
same problem: 
intolerance, ig¬ 
norance, racism. 

We have a prob¬ 
lem. It’s not Winnipeg’s alone, 
but we are ready to lead the 
nation in the battle to take on 
racism together.” 

Some have called Winnipeg 
the epicentre for missing and 
murdered aboriginal women 
following the death of 15-year- 
old Tina Fontaine, whose body 
was pulled from the Red River 
wrapped in a bag last year. 

Earlier this year, a Winni¬ 
peg high school teacher made 
national headlines when he 
ranted about aboriginal people 
on social media, accusing them 
of being lazy and seeking free 
money from non-aboriginals. 

Bowman tearfully promised 
to tackle such intolerance in

January when Winnipeg was 
labelled the most racist city in 
Canada in a cover story in Mac¬ 
lean’s magazine. Since then, 
he has appointed an indigen¬ 
ous advisory council and said 
the two-day summit will bring 
people together to share ideas 
on how to fight racism. 

“No single summit of leaders 
can or will end racism. We all 
know that,” Bowman said. “We 
need more than words to affect 
the most necessary change in 
Canada...

Small ISPs have a big ask for CRTC 


Canada’s non-Big Three In¬ 
ternet service providers are 
appealing a recent CRTC de¬ 
cision on wholesale wireless 
access because they want to 
offer their own wireless ser¬ 
vices using the networks of 
Bell, Telus and Rogers. 

The Canadian Network 
Operators Consortium (CNOC) 
wants big telecom companies 
to be required to provide ac¬ 
cess to their wireless networks, 
similar to how they’re required 


to provide access to their cable 
and phone lines. 

In the CRTC’s decision re¬ 
leased in May, the regulator 
said it would not mandate ac¬ 
cess to wireless networks to 
allow third-party companies 
to resell wireless services. 

Bell, Telus and Rogers had 
argued that the case for build¬ 
ing new infrastructure would 
be undermined if third-party 
carriers could piggyback on 
the bigger networks without 


building any towers of their 
own. 

CNOC said in its appeal that 
it wants the CRTC to mandate 
that the wireless connection 
to the consumer is shared but 
each company has to invest 
in its own communications 
backbone. 

The group represents more 
than 30 small ISPs from across 
the country including Primus, 
TelcSawy, and Distributel. 

In its May decision, the 


regulator capped the rates big 
wireless companies can charge 
smaller competitors for access 
to their networks because of 
concerns about competition. 

The group says the CRTC’s 
own analysis found that both 
domestic roaming and MVNO 
services are essential services 
controlled by the incumbents 
and therefore worthy of regu¬ 
lation, yet only roaming was 
addressed in the decision.

In the grainy security video, a 
man in a yellow shirt sits on a 
bench at the crowded Erawan 
Shrine, removes a backpack he 
is wearing, and leaves it behind 
when he walks away. 

For police hunting who was 
responsible for Monday’s dead¬ 
ly bombing in central Bangkok, 
there was no doubt about the 
man with youthful shaggy dark 
hair and glasses. 

“The yellow shirt guy is 
not just the suspect. He is the 
bomber,” police spokesman 
Lt. Gen. Prawut Thavornsiri 
told The Associated Press on 
Tuesday. 

Prime Minister Prayuth 
Chan-ocha called the shrine 
bombing near a busy intersec¬ 
tion that killed 20 and wound¬ 
ed more than 100 “the worst 
incident that has ever hap¬ 
pened in Thailand,” and he 
promised to track down those 


responsible. 

“There have been minor 
bombs or just noise, but this 
time they aimed for innocent 
lives,” Prayuth said. “They want 
to destroy our economy, our 
tourism.” 

Bangkok was rattled again 
Tuesday when another pipe 
bomb blew up at the Sathorn 
Pier, which is used by tourists, 


although no one was hurt. 

Prawut released several 
photos of the man, with and 
without the backpack, on so¬ 
cial media. The images were 
apparently taken from closed- 
circuit video at the shrine be¬ 
fore the bomb exploded. 

Video posted separately on 
Thai media appeared to show 
the same man sitting on a 


bench at the shrine, taking 
off the backpack and leaving 
it behind as he walked away. 

Without elaborating, the 
prime minister said: “Today 
we have seen the closed-circuit 
footage, we saw some suspects, 
but it wasn’t clear. We have to 
find them first.” 

The bomb, which police 
say was made from a pipe and

54 bodies recovered 
from plane crash site 


Rescuers on Tuesday reached 
the site in eastern Indonesia 
where a passenger plane 
slammed into a mountain 
over the weekend, killing all 
54 people on board, and found 
that the aircraft had been de¬ 
stroyed, officials said. 

More than 70 rescuers 
reached the crash site after 
being hindered by rugged, for¬ 
ested terrain and bad weather, 
said Hemy Bambang Soelistyo, 
the National Search and Res¬ 
cue Agency chief. 


The flight data recorder and 
the cockpit voice recorder — 
the plane’s “black boxes” — 
were found in good condition, 
Soelistyo said. The data they 
contain could help explain 
what caused the Trigana Air 
Service plane to crash Sunday. 

“The plane was totally de¬ 
stroyed and all the bodies were 
burned and difficult to iden¬ 
tify,” Soelistyo told The As¬ 
sociated Press. He said all 54 
bodies had been recovered.

Two women join 
elite Ranger ranks 


Two women have passed the 
U.S. Army’s Ranger School, 
becoming the first females to 
complete the gruelling combat 
training program. 

The Army’s Ranger head¬ 
quarters in Fort Benning, Ga., 
says the women and 94 men 
passed the 62-day course that 
tests their ability to overcome 
fatigue, hunger and stress dur¬ 
ing combat operations. 

Allowing women to par¬ 
ticipate in the Ranger course 


is part of the U.S. military’s 
push to open more combat 
jobs to women. Though most 
of the militaiy’s approximately 
1,000 occupations are open to 
women, some of the toughest 
ones remain closed to them. 

“This course has proven 
that every soldier, regardless 
of gender, can achieve his or 
her full potential,” Army Sec¬ 
retary John McHugh said in a 
statement.

Lobsters 

heading 

north 

The U.S. lobster population 
has crashed to the lowest lev¬ 
els on record in southern New 
England region while climbing 
to heights never before seen 
in the cold waters off Maine 
and other northern reaches 
— a geographic shift that sci¬ 
entists attribute in large part 
to the warming of the ocean. 

The trend is driving lobster- 
men in Connecticut and Rhode 
Island out of business, ending 
a centuries-old way of life. 

Restaurant diners, super¬ 
market shoppers and summer 
vacationers aren’t seeing much 
difference in price or availabil¬ 
ity, since the overall supply of 
lobsters is pretty much steady. 

But because of the import¬ 
ance of lobsters to New Eng¬ 
land’s economy, history and 
identity, the northward shift 
stands as a sad example of how 
climate change may be altering 
the natural range of many ani¬ 
mals and plants. 

“It’s a shame,” said Jason 
McNamee, chief of marine re¬ 
source management for Rhode 
Island’s Division of Fish and 
Wildlife. “It’s such a tradition¬ 
al, historical fishery.” 

In 2013, the number of adult 
lobsters in New England south 
of Cape Cod slid to about 10 
million, just one-fifth the total 
in the late 1990s, according to 
a report issued this month by 
regulators. 

The declines are “largely in 
response to adverse environ¬ 
mental conditions, including 
increasing water temperatures 
over the last 15 years,” along 
with continued fishing, the At¬ 
lantic States Marine Fisheries 
Commission said. 

At a power plant in Long Is¬ 
land Sound, for example, there 
were more than 75 days with a 
recorded average water temper¬ 
ature above 20 Celsius in 2012, 
2013 and 2014, the report said. 
Between 1976 and 2010, that 
happened only twice. 

In northern New England, 
meanwhile, lobsters are boom¬ 
ing. The population in the 
Gulf of Maine and in fishing 
grounds farther out to sea has 
reached record highs, more 
than doubling to about 250 
million adult lobsters since 
the mid-1990s, the report said. 
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There were a total of 10 
million lobsters in New 
England south of Cape 
Cod in 2013, one-fifth the 
total in the late 1990s, 
regulators say.

Suspects arrested 
In blogger killings

Three accused 
of involvement 
in two deaths 

Authorities in Bangladesh said 
Tuesday that they have arrested 
three men, including a British 
citizen, for their involvement 
in the killings of two secular 
bloggers. 

The three are suspected 
members of the Ansarullah 
Bangla Team, a banned Islam¬ 
ic militant outfit, said Maj. 
Malcsudul Alam, a spokesman 
for the country’s Rapid Action 
Battalion. 

Bangladesh banned the 
group in May after police ac¬ 
cused its members of threat¬ 
ening and killing bloggers and 
writers. 

Alam said one of the arrested 
men, Touhidur Rahman — a 
British citizen of Bangladeshi 
origin — was the mastermind 
and financier of the attacks on 
bloggers Avijit Roy and Ananta 
Bijoy Das, who were killed ear¬ 
lier this year. 

The suspects were arrested 
Monday night in raids in 
Dhaka, Bangladesh’s capital, 
and appeared with authorities 
at a news briefing Tuesday. 


Mufti Mahmud Khan, the 
head of the battalion’s media 
wing, told reporters that while 
Rahman was the main planner 
of the killings, another suspect 
who was arrested, Sadelc Ali, 
acted as a bridge to communi¬ 
cate with Mufti Jasim Rahmani, 
the alleged head of the mil¬ 
itant group. Ali, 28, became 
involved with Rahmani while 
working as a printing-press 
worker, Khan said. 

Rahmani is currently in jail 
awaiting trial in the killing of 
another blogger, Ahmed Rajib 
Haider, in Dhaka in 2013. 

“Ali often visited the prison 
to meet Rahmani for instruc¬ 
tions,” Khan said. 

He said the third suspect, 
35-year-old Aminul Molliclc, 
was a broker at a passport of¬ 
fice and helped members of 
the militant group make fake 
passports so they could travel 
abroad if necessary. 

Khan said Rahman, 58, is an 
information-technology expert 
and returned to Bangladesh 
from the United Kingdom in 
either 2011 or 2012. He then 
got in touch with Rahmani, 
who inspired him to work for 
the group. 

During an interrogation 
after their arrests, Khan said, 
the men admitted that a team 


of four or five took part in the 
killing of Roy, a Bangladesh- 
born U.S. citizen. The same 
team was involved in the at¬ 
tack on Das, Khan said. 

Roy was a prominent voice 
against religious extrem¬ 
ism and created a network 
of atheist bloggers at home 
and abroad. His wife, also a 
blogger, was injured in the at¬ 
tack, which took place as the 
couple walked on the campus 
of Dhaka University. 

An increasing divide be¬ 
tween the secular bloggers and 
Islamist groups has been vis¬ 
ible, with bloggers calling for 
banning religion-based political 
parties that seek blasphemy 
laws to protect their faith in 
the South Asian nation, which 
is predominantly Muslim but 
ruled by secular laws based on 
British common law. 
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Bangladesh is considered 
a moderate Muslim coun¬ 
try, but Islamic extremism 
has made some inroads 
and there have been sev¬ 
eral attacks on secular 
bloggers and writers.

Hundreds of 
fires scorching 
United States 

Wildfires are putting such a 
strain on America’s firefight¬ 
ing resources that authorities 
have activated the militaiy and 
sought international help to beat 
back scores of blazes burning 
uncontrolled throughout the 
dry West. 

The situation is so urgent that 
the National Interagency Fire 
Center in Boise, Idaho, this week 
called in 200 active-duty militaiy 
troops to help contain roughly 
95 wildfires. It’s the first time 
since 2006 that the agency has 
mobilized soldiers for fire sup¬ 
pression. 

The troops are all coming 
from the 17th Field Artillery 
Brigade at Joint Base Lewis-Mc- 
Chord near Tacoma and will be 
sent to a fire north of Republic, 
a town in central Washington, 
about 30 miles south of the Can¬ 
adian border. 

Fire managers at the centre 
are able to enlist militaiy help 
when there are not enough civil¬ 


ian firefighting teams, thanks to 
a 1975 agreement between the 
Defence, Interior and Agricul¬ 
ture departments. The help can 
be crucial in particularly active 
years like this one, when the 
centre’s firefighting teams and 
equipment are fighting hundreds 
of fires across many states. In the 
last two weeks alone, more than 
1,500 square miles have burned 
in the Lower 48 states, centre 
spokesman Ken Frederick said.

The fires in the Pacific North¬ 
west are top priority when it 
comes to allocating pinched re¬ 
sources. 

More than 1,000 people are 
battling the massive fires near 
Chelan, Wash., that have burned 
more than 170 square miles and 
destroyed an estimated 75 build¬ 
ings. They are just some of the 
huge blazes raging in the West. 

A lightning-sparked fire in 
Oregon’s Malheur National For¬ 


est has grown to 63 square miles 
and destroyed at least 26 houses. 
An additional 500 structures are 
threatened by the flames near 
the community of John Day, also 
in Oregon. 

In the Northern Rockies, so 
many wildfires have ignited this 
month that officials are letting 
some that might be suppressed 
under normal circumstances 
burn because manpower and 
equipment are committed else¬ 
where. The area experienced 
a normal fire season until last 
week, when a combination of 
drought, high temperatures and 
lightning-packed storms created 
new blazes across western Mon¬ 
tana and Idaho. 

As of Tuesday, at least 95 fires 
were burning in the two states, 
about 30 of them considered 
large, according to the Northern 
Rockies Coordination Center in 
Missoula. That included a group 
of fires in northern Idaho that 
have scorched 90 square miles 
and destroyed 42 homes in the 
last several days, as well as a 
wildfire in the western part of 
the state that led about 120 resi¬ 
dents to evacuate and others 
to prepare to flee near McCall.

A‘raw, 
magnetic’ 
woman 
mourned 

Morgan Freeman’s step-grand- 
daughter was an up-and-coming 
actress who had briefly given 
up her career in frustration 
only to return to New York with 
renewed spirit and a starring 
part in an independent film. 

“My dream has come true 
and it’s just beginning. Life can 
make you want to give up or 
walk away; sometimes it gives 
you the strength to appreciate 
when you do get your happy 
ending,” Edena Hines wrote 
on her blog. 

The 33-year-old actress, who 
sometimes went as E’Dena, 
was fatally stabbed on Sunday 
in front of her Upper Manhat¬ 
tan apartment building. Her 
boyfriend has been arrested 
on murder charges. 

Hines had just finished film¬ 
ing Landing Up, a movie about 
a street-wise woman who falls 
for a man and must decide how 
to divulge her past. 

An alumna of New York Uni¬ 
versity’s graduate acting pro¬ 
gram, Hines confessed that 
she felt frustrated with the 
direction of her career, writ¬ 
ing on her blog that she felt 
“unfulfilled.” 

Many of her TV and film 
credits had some tie to her step- 
grandfather. She played a recep¬ 
tionist in 5 Flights Up, which 
starred Freeman and Diane 
Keaton. She played a maid in 
1996’s Moll Flanders, with Free¬ 
man and Robin Wright. She 
also played a minor role on the 
comedic web series A Minor¬ 
ity Report. 

Hines left for Memphis, Ten¬ 
nessee, for two years but this 
spring auditioned for Landing 
Up and got the part of Cece. 
She returned to New York to 
start filming this spring. 

Hines was the granddaughter 
of Freeman’s first wife, Jeanette 
Adair Bradshaw. The two were 
married from 1967 to 1979. 

The film Landing Up is 
scheduled for release in 2016.

Family sues police 
who shot hostage 


Police who shot and killed a 
bank robbeiy hostage in a hail 
of gunfire had been told to hold 
their fire before they shot in¬ 
discriminately, with no line of 
sight on the suspects or hostage, 
according to a lawsuit filed Tues¬ 
day by the slain hostage’s family. 

Stockton, Calif, police officers 
used unreasonable force when 
they fired more 
than 600 times at 
the vehicle con¬ 
taining the sus¬ 
pects and hostage 
Misty Holt-Singh, 
the lawsuit against 
the police depart¬ 
ment and city 
claims. 

Holt-Singh, 41, 

was struck by 10 of the bullets 
officers fired in the July 2014 
shootout. Police have said she 
was used as a human shield by 
the sole surviving suspect. 

The suit by Holt-Singh’s hus¬ 
band, Paul Singh, and their two 
children, Paul Singh Jr. and Mia 
Singh, seeks unspecified dam¬ 
ages. It accuses officers of violat¬ 
ing Holt-Singh’s civil rights and 
committing batteiy. Stockton 
city officials did not immedi¬ 
ately return calls and emails 
for comment Tuesday. 

The lawsuit comes a day after 
the release of a report commis¬ 


sioned by the Stockton police 
department that found the 600 
shots police fired at the end 
of the bank robbery were ex¬ 
cessive and unnecessaiy, with 
some officers only firing their 
weapons because other officers 
were shooting. 

The report by the non-profit 
Police Foundation said a lack 
of planning was

Putin rides

Stunt-loving 
president 
sees wreck of 
ancient ship 

Another summer, another 
trip to the bottom of a sea 
for Russia’s adventure-loving 
president. 

Vladimir Putin climbed 
into a three-seat submersible 
craft Tuesday to 
check out an an¬ 
cient sunken ship 
found recently in 
the Black Sea off 
the coast of Crimea 
— the peninsula 
annexed by Rus¬ 
sia last year from 
Ukraine. He des¬ 
cended 83 metres 
to see the remains 
of the Byzantine 
trading ship, which 
he said dated back 
to the 9th or 10th 
century. 

On previous trips deep 
underwater, Putin has explored 
the Gulf of Finland and Lake 
Baikal in submersibles. He also 
went scuba diving in the Kerch 
Strait that connects the Black 
Sea to the Sea of Azov, where 
he brought up fragments of an¬ 
cient Greek jugs, or amphorae, 
that his spokesman later admit¬ 


ted had been planted. 

Speaking by radio to Prime 
Minister Dmitry Medvedev 
while still under water, Putin 
said he hoped the trading ship 
would shed light on Russia’s 
development and show “how 
deep our historical roots are.” 

He told Medvedev he should 
have come along. 

“It’s great, there are lots of 
objects, amphorae scattered 
around,” Putin said. He ended 
the chat with a casual “Big 
hug!” 

Off the vessel, 
Putin was greeted 
by Medvedev, who 
did give him a hug, 
and also by his 
chief of staff and 
defence minister. 
They were among 
the many Russian 
officials who ac¬ 
companied him on 
this week’s trip to 
Crimea. 

Pressed by a re¬ 
porter whether it 
was wise to spend 
money on such ven¬ 
tures when Russia’s economy 
is struggling through a painful 
recession, Putin said his dive 
should help attract publicity 
and donors to the important 
work being done by the Rus¬ 
sian Geographical Society to 
study “how our state was built, 
including in this region.”

market, which is dominated by 
the hype of the Apple Watch 
and a wide selection of fitness 
trackers. 

The Toronto-based company 
has created a wristband that 
operates like a virtual key that 
you wear on your wrist. 

Sensing the electrical activ¬ 
ity of its user’s heart, the de¬ 
vice can be used for a variety 
of functions, like logging onto 
your computer using a pass¬ 
word, paying with your credit 
card at the checkout or opening 
your car door. Once you take 
it off your wrist, the device 
deactivates until you slip it 
on again and its sensors detect 
your heartbeat. 

Nymi co-founder Karl Mar¬ 
tin says when he started the 
company in 2011, under the 
name Bionym, wearables were 
mostly still just an idea among 
developers. 

Martin was working as a re¬ 
searcher at the University of 
Toronto, where he was dig¬ 


ging into the possibilities of 
biometric technology alongside 
a colleague. But their idea was 
too fresh for many companies 
to get behind, so they decided 
to take the project solo. 

“Wearable technology was 
just starting to bloom,” he said. 
“It was sort of like the stars 
were aligning.” 

Over the past year, Nymi 
has been tested on the arms 
of a small group of Canadians. 

The company partnered with 
Royal Bank on the RBC PayBand 
last fall, a pilot project designed 
to give banking clients more 
payment options. 

Nymi rolled out a larger test 
earlier this summer by equip¬ 
ping about 100 TD Bank cus¬ 
tomers in Toronto, Ottawa and 
Regina with the wristband. 

Other banks are expected to 
join the experiment in the com¬ 
ing months, but it could still be 
a while before consumers get 
their hands on a Nymi band.

Toshiba to add outside 
directors after scandal 


Japanese energy and electron¬ 
ics giant Toshiba Corp. says it 
expects to book a loss in the 
current fiscal year and is beef¬ 
ing up its management stan¬ 
dards after an investigation 
found extensive problems with 
its accounting and corporate 
governance. 

The company said Tuesday 
that it plans to add more out¬ 
side directors to help ensure 
stricter oversight. The newly 
organized board is to have 11 
members, seven of whom will 
be outside directors. 

A probe found under¬ 
reporting of project costs and 
losses in many divisions in 
a scandal that prompted the 
resignations of former com¬ 
pany President Hisao Tanaka 
and two other top executives. 


Toshiba plans to revise its 
earnings by $1.2 billion US or 
more to correct the mistakes. 

The report by the investiga¬ 
tion committee into the ac¬ 
counting problems outlined 
many instances of company 
officials underreporting costs, 
delaying reports of losses and 
other abuses including “chan¬ 
nel stuffing,” or inflating sales 
figures by putting more prod¬ 
ucts into a distribution channel 
than it can sell. 

In many cases it attributed 
the missteps to worries that 
upper management would not 
accept the losses and to lax 
internal controls. No charges 
have been filed related to the 
problems, which date back at 
least six years.

Google is making a Wi-Fi rout¬ 
er as part of its ambition to 
provide better Internet con¬ 
nections that make it easier 
for people to access its digital 
services and see more of its 
online advertising. 

Pre-orders for the $199 US 
wireless router, called OnHub, 
can be made beginning Tues¬ 
day at Google’s online store, 
Amazon.com and Walmart. 
com. The device will go on 
sale in stores in the U.S. and 
Canada in late August or early 
September. 

Google is touting the cylin¬ 
der-shaped OnHub as a leap 
ahead in a neglected part of 
technology. 

The Mountain View, Calif., 
company is promising its wire¬ 
less router will be sleeker, 
more reliable, more secure 
and easier to use than other 
long-established alternatives 
made by the Arris Group, Net- 
gear, Apple and other hardware 
specialists. Google teamed up 
with networking device maker 
TP-Linlc to build OnHub. 

OnHub also will adapt to the 
evolving needs of its owners be¬ 
cause its software will be regu¬ 
larly updated to unlock new 
features, according to Trond 
Wuellner, a Google Inc. product 
manager. The concept is simi¬ 
lar to the automatic software 
upgrades the company makes 
to its Chrome browser and per¬ 
sonal computers running on 
its Chrome operating system.

Dear Viktor, 

This is an excellent ques¬ 
tion for our changing times 
and one that applies to all 
sexes, genders, orientations 
and age groups. But let’s 
start with examples from the 
heterosexual arena. 

There once was a day — or 
a few millennia, I guess — 
when men could lasciviously 
slaver over unaccompanied 
women in public. I have no 
doubt that in ancient Rome, 
local lads harassed vulnerable 
ladies with such witty com¬ 
ments as “Show me your pec- 
torum,” or “Hey, baby, let’s 
fornicari.” Such behaviour 
may have been deemed crass 
but it was accepted as abso¬ 
lutely normal in patriarchal 
societies where a female with¬ 
out a male “owner” in public 
was seen as fair game for sex¬ 
ual comment, or worse. 

Sadly, such attitudes are 
still rampant. At least now, 
sexually charged verbal as¬ 
sault is increasingly being 
identified for what it is: a 
hateful abuse of power. 

Equally sadly, the rude pigs 
who yell at women on the 
street, along with the slime- 
balls who intimidate their 
female staff with sexual in¬ 
nuendo at work, have ruined 
it for the truly nice men out 
there who simply do want to 
pay a polite compliment. 

Note that there is not a 
fine line between “You look 
great today” and “I’d like to 
shove you up against a wall” 
— but things have become so 
freighted, with a new aware¬ 
ness of rape culture and its 
accompanying political-cor- 
rectness-on-steroids. The cas¬ 
ual compliment has gone the 
way of the dodo (much like 
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There is not a 
fine line between 
"You look great 
today" and "I'd like 
to shove you up 
against a wall." 

my phraseology, but never 
mind). 

If you are tempted to 
compliment a stranger or co¬ 
worker, here are some simple 
guidelines. 

If you are a straight male, 
and you want to compli¬ 
ment a female on the street 
or at work, tiy it out on a 
male first: “Hey buddy, I like 
your hair!” or “Man, you look 
fierce in those jeans!” If that 
seems creepy and inappro¬ 
priate, it’s probably creepy 
and inappropriate to say to a 
female, too. 

If you’re gay and you want 
to compliment a person of 


the same sex, the male-fe¬ 
male power dynamic may be 
less of an issue. But you are 
still strongly advised to com¬ 
ment only if, a) The subject 
of your compliment is not a 
subordinate in the workplace 
hierarchy, and b) You live in 
a large, cosmopolitan city 
where tossing out same-sex 
compliments in public won’t 
get you killed. 

If you are a young person, 
straight or gay, and the per¬ 
son you want to compliment 
is older, it may be safe. In 
fact, there’s something in¬ 
effably gallant about a young 
person who, with the merest 
complimentary hint, can ac¬ 
knowledge the vitality of an 
older person. To do so, how¬ 
ever, will require a level of 
finesse few people possess. 

First, the compliment must 
be tempered by whether or 
not they share your sexual 
orientation. (If you don’t 
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I let a baby roll off a 
porch. Will I ever be 
ready for parenting? 





understand this, don’t bother 
reading any further; you 
clearly don’t have the fi¬ 
nesse, so just skip to the end.) 
Second, your compliment 
must indicate that, while 
they are attractive, you as a 
young person would never 
presume yourself to be an 
eligible partner (unless you 
were contemporaries, of com¬ 
patible sexual orientations, 
in another era, in which case 
you’d unquestionably find 
them irresistible). Third, you 
have to mean it. A false or pa¬ 
tronizing “compliment” will 
invite only contempt. 

The best rule might be to 
avoid personal comments in 
public or at work altogether. 
Instead, shower them where 
they’ll be most appreciated — 
on family, friends and lovers.

I let the baby fall off the 
porch. 

It was the latest encounter 
with little humans that left me 
convinced: I'm not ready for 
one of those. 

I'd like to say it wasn't my 
fault. The 11-month-old can't 
walk or crawl. She scooches 
around on her diaper-clad 
bum, pulling herself with 
pudgy little arms, but she's 
surprisingly swift. 

We were on the wide sunny 
porch of the cabin, which 
thankfully only rises two steps 
above the grass. 

I was on watch duty, a low- 
grade job that involves the 
odd directional adjustment 
to her slide. Someone gave a 
sharp yell at the dog. I looked 
up, and she went over the 
edge. 

She wasn't hurt but she 
was devastated. And so, in a 
way, was I. 

A 29-year-old woman 
should be able to keep a baby 
from tumbling off a deck. 

Then there were her equally 
adorable brothers, seven 
and four years of age, who 
had a lot more mobility and 
a lot more energy. A relative 
outsider (they are my second 
cousins), I watched a family of 
six adults trade off activities 
like book reading, soccer, sail¬ 
ing, tubing and making sure 
the boys ate their dinner. 

I joined in with a bit of tag 
and swimming, some banter 
about favourite foods. But I 
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didn't feel the pull to teach 
them a card game. I don't 
really like soccer. I was glad to 
read my book and fry eggs for 
my keep, keeping mostly to 
myself. Baby/child encounters 
seem to end this way, with 
relief that I remain childless. 

My sister, for years a nanny, 
has managed to still want 
children. 

"It definitely fluctuates," 
she said. "Sometimes when 
I'm at the pool and all these 
screaming kids are splashing 
and kicking around me, I hate 
them. And then when I spend 
time with my friends who 
have kids or are expecting, it 
makes me feel excited about 
the idea of doing that myself." 

That is the irony of the 
young city-dwelling woman. 
Kids sound nice, but not right 
now. She's pressing on with 
her career, travelling and 
eating gourmet tacos. She's 
volunteering with an under¬ 
ground magazine or literary 
events.

Things you need to know 
about veggies grown in space

Astronauts have for the first 
time tasted food grown in 
space. Monday, on board the 
International Space Station, 
three American crew mem¬ 
bers, Kjell Lindgren, Kimiya 
Yui, and Scott Kelly, took bites 
of the freshly “space”-grown 
red romaine lettuce. Here are 
the six things you need to 
know about the “giant leaf for 
mankind” possible, according 
to NASA. 

How did it taste? 

The veggie tasted like arugula, 
according to astronaut Scott 
Kelly. A choice word given 
the Brits call it rocket. “Tastes 
good,” concluded Kelly. 

Key players? 

Orbital Technologies Corp. 
based in Madison, Wise, de¬ 
veloped the technology and 
then tested it at NASA’s Ken¬ 
nedy Space Center in Florida. 
Then on May 7, NASA astro¬ 
nauts and Expedition 39 flight 
engineers Steve Swanson and 
Rick Mastracci installed Pro¬ 
ject “Veggie” on the Columbus 


module. Astronaut Scott Kelly 
activated the seeds July 8, a 
year after they entered orbit. 

What happened? 

First, LED lights were turned 
on inside Veggie and the seeds 
were watered inside growth 
pockets, called “pillows.” 

The pillows contain fertilizer 
which is released at differ¬ 
ent times. The growth cycle 
should be 28 days, but it took 
33 days to grow the romaine 
lettuce in space. 

How did it work? 

In the absence of gravity, the 


lettuce would still grow to¬ 
wards the light, so LED lights 
were placed above the pillows. 
Without gravity, roots still 
grow towards the sources of 
nutrients. 

What does this mean ? 

Dr. Gioia Massa foresees that 
long-term exploration mis¬ 
sions will use this technology, 
so astronauts can enjoy fresh 
veggies. Also, astronauts won’t 
just be stuck with red romaine 
lettuce. Veggie can be used 
for many types of plants that 
grow up rather than in the 
ground.

Don’t blame the 
condoms: Study 


Erection difficulties are a 
common complaint from 
condom users, yet a re¬ 
cent study says condoms 
are not to blame and that 
more education is needed 
about proper condom use. 

Working with 479 
heterosexual male con¬ 
dom users between the 
ages of 18 and 24, the re¬ 
search team concluded 
that those who said the 
condoms gave them erec¬ 
tion trouble likely were 
experiencing generalized 
erection difficulties. 

One third of partici¬ 
pants, they say, were not 
familiar with proper con¬ 
dom use and they propose 
psychosexual therapy or 
educational in¬ 


formation to those who 
complain of condom-as¬ 
sociated erection troubles. 

“Condom-associated 
erection problems have 
been a very under-re¬ 
searched topic,” says 
co-author Dr. Cynthia 
Graham. “Increasing evi¬ 
dence suggests, however, 
that they may influence 
whether condoms are 
used correctly or from 
start to finish of sex.” 

The study was pub¬ 
lished in the Journal 
of Sexual Medicine.

After having Canada’s best¬ 
selling truck for several dec¬ 
ades, Ford took a bit of a risk 
with its all-new 2015 F-150. 
While the frame is made of 
high-strength steel, the body 
is entirely formed of alum¬ 
inum. 

The reason was primarily 
to save weight, which comes 
with a few advantages. One 
is fuel consumption, since 
the heavier something is, 
the more it takes to move 
it around, while another is 
capability. Tow¬ 
ing and payload 
numbers are a 
combination of 
the weight of the 
truck, the trailer, 
and whatever’s 
being carried. 

Make the truck 
lighter, and the 
load can be heavier. To that 
end, the F-150 has a top tow¬ 
ing capacity of 12,200 lbs. 

That lighter weight also 
allows for the all-new en¬ 
gine that was in my tester, a 
2.7-litre EcoBoost V6 engine. 
The EcoBoost name indicates 
that it’s turbocharged, which 


gives it smaller-engine fuel 
economy under light load, 
but bigger-engine power when 
it’s needed. You can also get a 
3.5-litre V6 EcoBoost, or choice 
of non-turbo 3.5-litre V6 or 
5.0-litre V8. 

It’s a smooth performer and 
it hauled around my Super- 
Crew tester with ease, but 
consider your needs before 
you decide to put one under 
the hood. Under everyday driv¬ 
ing, it returned an impressive 
13.0 L/100 1cm for me, but the 
EcoBoost engines get thirsty 
when they’re working hard. 
That extra fuel could easily 
balance out if you only tow 
or haul occasionally, but if 
you’re constantly pulling, I’d 
suggest looking at the non¬ 
turbo engines. 

Overall, Ford has done a 
good job on this truck: It 
rides and drives smoothly, 
and responds quickly enough 
to wheel input that it feels 
smaller than it actually is. 
The redesigned interior is 
handsome, 
but not quite 
as impressive 
as some of its 
competitors. 

Trim lines 
run from a 
basic work 
truck with a 
bench seat,

Mojio looking to make a 


Mojio Drive is the latest plat¬ 
form and marketplace for apps 
and services that can make pot¬ 
entially any car a connected car. 
However, it is launching at a 
time when connected car hacks 
are rarely out of the headlines. 

Every vehicle built within 
the last 20 years has an on¬ 
board diagnostics (OBD) port. 
It’s used by mechanics and serv¬ 
ing technicians to check on 
a car’s health and to identify 
potential mechanical or elec¬ 
tronics issues. 

But the OBD port can also be 
used by insurance companies 



and disruptive tech startups to 
offer new features and services,

by design 


CREATIVITY 

Time for other 
automakers to 
take heed of the 
Schreyer factor 



Back in 2005 or so, Hyundai 
Motor Group identified that 
“design” would be necessaiy 
for the next stage of growth for 
both its Hyundai and Kia brands. 

So in 2006, the automaker 
hired a hotshot designer named 
Peter Schreyer. 

Born in Germany, Schrey¬ 
er made his name at VW and 
Audi. His work there, and subse¬ 
quently at Hyundai and Kia, has 
brought him many accolades. 
Many consider him to be the 
most successful and talented 
designer working today. 

Bob Lutz, once GM’s vice- 
president of global product 
development and now a vocal 
critic of the industry, recently 
wrote that, thanks to Schreyer, 
the automaker’s designs are con¬ 
sistently better than its competi¬ 
tors, and are why Hyundai and 
Kia continue to grow. 

With all brands making such 
high standards of quality and 
features, Lutz notes that design 
has moved up to be the top dif¬ 
ferentiator. 

“If I were running a major car 
company, I would poach him at 
whatever the cost,” added Lutz. 
“If he said he makes $1.5 mil¬ 
lion, I’d offer him $3 million.” 

Lutz feels designers now have 
the most impact on an auto¬ 


maker’s success and should be 
compensated as such, even if 
they make more than the CEO. 

It’s not a new concept for cre¬ 
ative types to be at the absolute 
top of the pay scale. Star athletes 
make more than their coaches. 
Star film directors make more 
than studio heads. Kanye West 
makes more than, well, eveiy- 
body. 

Lutz wonders if other auto¬ 
makers have taken heed of the 
Schreyer factor at Hyundai-Kia, 
and will further prioritize de¬ 
sign talent, and be willing to 
pay considerably more for it 
than they are now. 

In the meantime, let’s take a 
quick look at the latest creation 
emanating from Peter Schreyer 
and his team: The Hyundai Vi¬ 
sion G coupe, which debuted 
at last weekend’s Pebble Beach 
Concours d’Elegance in Mon¬ 
terey, Calif. 

Though not officially ear¬ 
marked as a possible two-door 
version of the Hyundai Genesis, 
that’s most likely what it is, 
considering the “G” designa¬ 
tion, and the Genesis 5.0-litre 
V8 under its hood. 

It’s an interesting challenge 
to make a vehicle in the pre¬ 
mium segment that is not 
packing a premium badge, 
but Schreyer and his team ap¬ 
proached the challenge in their 
typical “atypical” way. 

“The design is our interpreta¬ 
tion of the idea that Hyundai 
breathes into all of its vehicles 
— DNA that balances design 
and performance with the idea 
that you don’t need to be over 
the top in terms of glitz and 
stereotypical luxuiy cues,” said 
Schreyer in a statement. “Vision 
G is purposefully understated, 
despite its size and dramatic 
lines.”
